Homes Wanted For Children. 

The Kentucky Children'* Home So- 
ciety has at present in it* Receiving 
Home MS children. This is an unpre- 
cedented nitmher for this MM of the 
year, hut owing to the conditioiiscreated 
by the world-wide war. the Society is 
overcrowded with children. 

We find it necessary to appeal once 
more to the citi/ens of Kentucky and ask 
tin 111 to take these children into their 
home. We have 17 babies under the 
age of two, 108 l>oys and ({iris under the 
age of seven, 75 of which are between 
the age of two and five. The rest are 
older boys and nirls, between the age of 
7 and 14. 

The conditions in the work are serious. 
If we do not place these children 
promptly, we will he compelled ,to ask 
the Judges not to send us any more 
children until we can place a large 
number in homes. We do not want to 
do this, as we want the Institution open 
at all times to the call of the destitute, 
homeless child. 

Will you not think of the need of each

Haa a long stroke motor any advan- 
tagea over a short stroke motor? 

Yes. The gas after ignition has 
greater ehaneo to give up Us energy 
to the piston. A greater volume of gas 
may lie gotten into the cylinder without 
increasing the bore. This means more 
power for the same piston speed. 



How can I take up the end play in a 
crank shaft without putting in new 
bearings? 

It Is best to replace the bearings 
when end play develops, but if this Is 
not desirable the play can be removed 
by moving the thrust hearing to one 
side enough to compensate for the 
wear. The thrust is taken by the cen- 
ter main bearing, which is easily dis- 
tinguished by having large linages on 
each side. Kemove the bolts holding 
the bearing to the crank case and tile 
out the bolt holes enough to [H-ruilt the 
bearing to be shifted, 
the hearing au 
fully. 

How will running with retarded apark 
make the water boil in the radiator? 

Operating a motor with retarded 
spark will cause overheating by retard- 
lug and prolonging the combustion of 
the charge throughout the power of ex- 
pansion stroke. Thus the cylinder 
walls are exposed to the action of the 
burning gases during the whole of the 
stroke luslead of ouly during the time 
the piston is in the region of upper 
dead center, as is (lie case when tho 
spark is properly set. If the spark is 
advanced to the point of most elllcieut 
operation the spark will occur some 
time before dead (enter and maximum 
pressure will be KMC bed and the com- 
bustion nearly completed just after 
dead Matt* has been passed. Dating 
this lime, since the pislon is near the 
top of Ihe stroke, the amount of sur- 
face exposed to the cxliausl gases is a 
minimum, and. fuitliciinnie, al this 
petal in tile stroke the compression is 
at its height, and couibu.-iiou lakes 
place with greatest rapidity. Contrast 

these conditions Willi what happens 
wheu the spark is greatly retarded. 
Let us assume that ignitiou occurs 
when the plat OB has half completed its 
stroke. At this point il.c compression 
is low er, and combust ion is therefore 
slower and will probably not bo com- 
pleted until after the exhaust valve 
opens The hot gases are In contact 
with nearly the whole of the cylinder 
wall surface for practically one-half 
revolution. 

Hut this Is not all. Wheu the spark 
is retarded, us In the Instance Just 
incutloued, the motor does not develop 
full power, therefore for u given load 
on the motor the throttle must be 
opened wider and more gasoline aud 
air must be supplied. The extra heat 
generated by the combustion of the 
Increased amount of fuel thus adds its 
share to the already overheated motor. 

My car ia equipped with electric 
lights and would like to know if dry 
batteries would work the head and tail 
lights. If so, how many and about 
how many hours would they last? 

Dry batteries are not suited for light- 
ing the head and tall lights. This 
method would lie entirely too expen- 
sive, as the number of batteries you 
would require would be great and their 
life short. Take your storage battery 
to a battery repair man that you are 
certain Is uu expert If possible take it 
to a service station maintained by fie 
maker of your battery and have it ex- 
amined, It may be that all it needs Is 
an overhauling to make it as good as 
new. But even If you must buy a new 
battery It la better to do this than try

Why do I have difficulty in starting 
on my magneto in clamp weather? 

The ililliculty you have in st ;rtlng in 
wet weather Is probably due to Ms> 
MN short circuiting some of the win s. 
Inspect the wires carefully for any 
points that mi-lit be a II ci ted by mois- 
ture and sec that all the insulation Is 
In g I condition. 

How will I burn the carbon out of 
the cylinders of my engine with oxygen- 
acetylene flamea? 

An oxygen-acetylene SUM is never 
used for burning carbon nut of cylin- 
ders. Acetylene is of no use for this 
purpose, but by employing oxygen 
ttloue a very satisfactory Job can be 
done. The oxygen is used because It 
supports combustion live times as read- 
ily us air does, and therefore, once the 
carbon is Ignttad it will burn rapidly, 
although it will not burn at all in air. 
In Claaalng carbon from the cylinders 
In this manner the lit -t thing to do Is 
to remove the valve caps: then the cyl- 
inder is iiiiisi with oxygan, A small 

piece of burning waste is theu dropped 
hit,, the cylinder, and combustion Im- 
mediately begins in a \ cry vigorous 
manner. In fact, soincl itnes the car- 
bon Is consumed so rapidly that sparks 
will By out of the valve openings, and 
for this reason it may be advisable to 
cover Ihe front part of the car with 
dump cloths to catch these sparks. 
From this it must not be thought that 
there is any danger of setting the car 
afire, because the continued use of ox- 
ygen has demonstrated that there Is no 
possibility of this occurring. If damp 
cloths are not used the most that will 
happen Is a slight marring of the var- 
nish by the sparks. Tile oxygen is sup- 
piled from a tank In which It Is stored 
under very high pressure, and, as the 
pressure at tho delivery nozzle of the 
outtit must be small, u reducing valve 
must be used to bring the pressure 
down to a reasonable amount. There- 
fore between the tank aud the tube 
that curries the gas to the cylinders 
there Is a reducing valve that auto- 
matically lowers the pressure. A gauge 
ia generally fitted to the tank to indi- 
cate how much gas there Is In It, be- 

tho pressure drops. 

I have a leather faced cone clutch 
and wish to put on a new one. I want 
to know the best kind of leather I can 
■jet for the purpose; also how to put it 
on. Would aabestos be better than 
leather? 

Kither leather or an asbestos fabric 
may be used witli satisfaction. If you 
use leather you should obtain friction 
leather, which is made lor this pur- 
pose. 

in ordering the facing, the diameters 
of the two edges of the colic and the 
width of tile cone should be given. If 
on asbestos fabric |a used, care should 
be taken to obtain a piece that is 
made for the size of cone you have. 
Fnlike leather, strips of this material 
to tit cannot be cut from a large piece 
of fabric. The thickness of the facing 
Is Important because too thick a facing 
will prevent the cone from properly 
entering the flywheel. ( Ihe -quarter 
Inch is an average value. 

If you desire to buy a piece of lentil 
er and cut your ow n facing you should 
remove the old clutch leather and use 
It for a pattern. Before applying the 
leather It Is well to soak it 111 a ucats 
foot oil to soften it. Care should be 
taken to cut the leather to the correct 
length. The baal way is to Hist rivet 
one end and then wrap the leather 
around the cone In such a manner that 
It slips down over the smaller end of 
the cone. Then poll It ttghl and rivet 
the nther end. Now push the leather 
11 T" I" lUice all around ami It should be 
tb'ht and Malllllil ll 

The same advice applies to putting 
0* an asbestos fabric, but there |s les s 
d-wrer of tb.' facing wrliikllmr 

Will you explain fully the method of 
fitting and lapping in new piston rings? 

'•I c e the cylinders on the hi nch and 
apnly some ground glass and oil to the 
Interior. The around glass should be 
Bggf tine. Then place the piston In 
the cylinder and work It In and out uu- 
tb the rlnirs are well polished and fit 

llgntly. Lapping is ai elation which 

requires on experienced man. Further- 
more, It Is advisable to use an old cyl 
wherever possible, aa there la 
the new cylinder.
